Leaves Only Week’s Salary. 

As it was, he died with no friend or rela- 
tive near, in an inexpensive room in an 
outlying hotel. Instead of leaving to his 
heirs a fortune, which he might have kept, 
be left them a week’s pay of his $1,800 4 
year salary. 

Mr. Cox was president of the Kansas 
City State bank in 1906, when ft went into 
voluntary liquidation through the failure 
of a bank in Clinton, Mo. Every cent that 
he possessed he turned over to the depos- 
itors, but nevertheless they were losers. 
At the age of 58 years he changed from a 
rich man to a penniless man. 

Later he received $90,000 from the gov- 
ernment through the sale of Indian lands. 
He insisted the last dollar of this be used 
to preserve his business integrity, al- 
though it was asserted that the banks 
creditors had no legal right to the money. 
Through Mr. Cox’s action every depositor 
was paid in full. 


Examiner for Walsh Commission. 
At the time of his death Mr. Cox was an 
-exmminer for the United States industrial | 
commission and hed been in Chicago for’ 
several months. He caught cold some 
time ago and wasin bed for a week before 
his death. His son is expected to arrive 
today to take the body back to Kansas 
City. 

Mr. Cox was born in Mississippi in 1848 
and went to Missouri at the age of 20 
years. He engaged in the banking busi- 
ness first in Springfield, Mo., and later in 
Kansas City. In 1896 he owned the Kan- 
sas City Times.

One Report Says Kaiser

AVLONA, via Rome, April 7. 
It is rumored that 40,000 Mos- 
lem insurgents officered by Turks 
and Germans are concentrated at 
El Bassan in preparation for an 
attack on Durazzo and a subse- 
quent invasion of Serbia. The in- 
surgents are well equipped and 
ate provided with artillery which 
was smuggled in from Austria. 


The relations of Italy to the 
war situation are reported in a 
variety of confusing and contra- 
dictory reports. One dispatch 
from Rome says that the corre- 
spondent learns on good author- 
ity that Austria is about to sue 
for peace, and that its impend- 
ing action foreshadows the end | 
of the war. 

A dispatch from Paris says 
that Austria has engaged to cede 
the province of Trentino to 
Italy, and that Italy has agreed 
to remain neutral. This infor- 
mation is ee. contradictory 


in purport to the report from 
Rome. ;

and Austria have reached an agreement 
which will satisfy the aspirations of the 
Italian people for an enlargement of the 
national boundaries and preclude all pos- 
sibility of armed intervention by ‘Italy 
on the side of the allles.

THRESHER CASE 
A HARD PROBLEM 
Capital Sees Death as Most 


Serious Issue Which 
U. S. Faces. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 
Washington, D. Cy-April’7.—[Spec‘al.] 


That the administration regards the 


Thresher case as the most serious inci- 
dent of the European war with which the 
United States has been called upon to 
deal was disclosed here today. 

Leon C. Thresher of Massachusetts was 
killed in the destruction of the British 
steamer Falaba by a German submarine 
and the administration is conducting an 
investigation ot the Falaba incidem with 
a view to determining whether the United 
States would be justified in holding Ger- 
many to “ strict accountability for the 
death of Thresher. According to the 
British reports, it would appear that the 

submarine+- commander violated the law 
of nations guaranteeing immunity to neu- 
tral passengers aboard the merchant ves- 
sel of a belligerent. 

‘The German government hae sought to 
forestall possible action of the United 
States by d@isclaiming respons‘bdility for 
the death of Thresher. - 

The gravity of the matter is increased 
by the fact that thousands of Americans 
travel to and from Europe on British and 
French steamers. It is conceivable that 
a liner carrying scores of citizens of the 
United States may be attacked and sunk 
by a German submarine, The Thresher 
case may be a precedent for action by the 
United States in such a contingency. 

State department officials were asked 
teday wheiher they interpreted the 
American warning to Germany to apply 
to Americans on American ships only or 
on British and French vessels also. They 
replied that they do not care to pass upon 
this point.

The government placed the condition 
of winter wheat at 88.8, or a trifle better 
than last December. On the acreage of 
41,263,000 bu this condition indicated a 
crop of 619,000,000 bu, but local statisti- 
cians, using a par of 19 bu, figured outa 
crop of 697,000,000 bu. The . 
uses a lower par in April. 


Peace Talk Affects Mart. 


The final estimate last year was 685,-| 


000,000 bu, and the government estimate 
last April was 609,000,000 bu. Peace taik 
Was encouraged by the reports of further 
Russian’ successes in the Carpathians, 
cable advices persistently claiming Aus- 
tria would sue for peace. There wasonly 
indifferent buying support and local 
‘bears were encouraged in selling opera- 
tions. 

Liverpool spot cables were 4d off to 1d 
higher compared to last Saturday, and the 
fact that western Europe is now getting 
plenty of wheat is causing some hesita- 
tion in following the buying side.

Winnipeg had a big run, 893 cars, com- 
pared to 182 cars last year. 

Minneapolis stocks decreased 540,000 
bu for four days. Mills there were re- 
ported good buyers of the May. Duluth 
stocks increased 133,000 bu for three 
days. Selling of May wheat here was led 
by Chapin, Logan-Bryan, and Jackson 
Bros. Local traders were the principal 
buyers.
